Commercialism,  and,  of  course,  the 
First  Amendment.

Capitalist  democracies  tend  to  create 
their  own  opposition  and  certainly  tl 
situation  is  no  different  here  in  Los 
Angeles  where  culture  has  been 
dominated  by  70  years  of  film  in- 
dustry exploitation. 

The  term  'exploitation'  has  an  unfor 
tunate  ring  to  it  when  one  considers 
that  in  industry  jargon  this  word  is 
synonymous  with  development.    But 
whatever  word  one  wishes  to  use, 
it  all  comes  down  to  the  same  thing: 
an  industry  which  continues  to 
traffic  in  a  repressive  and  degenerate 
product,  perpetuating  its  demand  with 
all  the  ingenious,  and  often  not  so 
ingenious  cliches  of  cultural  pro- 
paganda. 

Of  course,  at  this  point  in  time,  the 
film  industry  is  not  alone,  or 
the  most  successful,  in  exploiting 
our  so-called  capacity  for  enter- 
tainment— witness  its  bastard 
prodigies  of  radio,  TV  and  recor- 
dings.   But  the  lesson  in  cultural 
exploitation  to  be  learned  from 
the  film  industry  is  threefold: 
1)  base  one's  entertainment  appeal 
on  the  most  self-centered  and  banal 
of  fantasies:  2)continue  to  arose 
these  fantasies  by  making  their 
representation  more  and  more 
technically  sophisticated:  3)  eli- 
minate all  opposition  by  various 
economic  and  political  manipu- 
lations and  by  creating  a  false 
opposition  or  'counter-culture. 


Highlights 


As  anyone  knows  who  has  been 
involved  in  independent  filmmaking, 
publishing  or  recording,  the  means 
of  cultural  production  any  true 
opposition  can  .muster  are  at 
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crucial  to  re 

question  of  opposition  and  how  it 
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But  the  voice  of  this  fragmentation 
is  more  often  than  not  as  shrill 
self-serving  and  egocentric  as 
that  of  the  so-called  Philistines. 
The  charm  wears  off  and  at  best 
we  have  a  commerce  of  cultural 
attitudes  and  services,  a  utilitarianism 
which  does  not  even  begin  to  en- 


courage serious  art  and  is  all  the 
more  brutal  for  its  resignation.    Or 
as  Stravinsky  once  put  it  in  a 
lighter  v^in,  here  in  Los  Angeles 
an  artist  may  live  in  'splendid  iso- 
lation.'

To  Women 

Recent  California  legislation  requires 
that  there  be  no  discrimination  due  to 
sex.  If  a  woman  has  sufficient  assets  and 
income  to  warrant  a  loan,  she  must  be 
given  such.  She  must  be  treated  the  same 
as  a  man  would  be  under  the  same  cir- 
cumstances. 

Further,  a  married  woman  may  obtain 
credit  In  her  own  name  if  the  at>ov9  is 
true. 

Credit  reports  now  must  show  credit 
for  both  the  husband  and  wife  in  addition 
to  the  community  credit. 

In  case  of  discrimination,  the  firm  Is 
liable  for  a  fine  of  $500  plus  any  damages 
Incurred  as  a  result  of  not  granting  the 
credit.
